U. N. General Assembly has barred 
the door to Red China for another 
year over biter opposition 
from 


India and the Soviet bloc. 


The Assembly voted last night 


in favor of a U. S. resolution to 
shelve the seating issue for the 
surrent session. 


The vote was 47 In favor, 27 


against and 7 absentions—virtu- 
ally the same lineup that defeated 
Peiping's bid for a U. N. seat last 
year. 


With the perennial Chinese ques- 


tion out of the wayy, the Assemb- 
ly resumes its g eneral debate. 


India 
spearheaded the Peiping 


campaign with a proposal to place 
the issue on the Assembly agenda 
for formal debate. While failing, 
India succeeded in getting plenty 
of debate on the record—the main 
thing the U. S. resolution sought 
to avoid. 


Several Scandinavian 
countries 


supported the effort to stage a 
China debate. So did Ireland, al- 
though it condemned Peiping for 
aggressive policies. 


Advocates of seating Red China 


actually picked up three 
votes 


over last year, when their bid was 
defeated 47-24 with 8 abstentions. 
They were Ireland and Morocco, 
who voted in 1956 to shelve the 
question, and Ghana, a new U. N. 
member. 


U. S. Chief Delegate Henry Ca- 


bot Lodge declared that the United 
States does not oppose seating Red 
China because of its political be- 
liefs, but because the Communist 
regime was not "peaceloving." 


Russia's Foreign Minister

drei Gromyko declared that 
the 


U. N. could not bar Red China a 
seat just because

Tho indictment charged that 
the 4rl-year-old union leader, 
a candidate for the presidency 
of the Teamsters to succeed 
Dave Beck, lied to the grand 
jury, during its probe into al- 
leged wiretapping of Teamster 
headquarters in Detroit. The 
grand jury also indicted Ben- 
jamin Franklin Collins, secre- 
tary-treasurer of Local 299, 
which is headed by Hoffa. It 
accused him of 12 counts of 
perjury in connection with the 
same investigation.

Dies of Injuries 


A 35-year-old mother of three 


became Warren County's sixth 
U'affic fatality of 1957 this morning 
when Mrs. Lenore Clark of Pitts- 
ield, died in Warren General Hos- 
pital of injuries sustained last 
Sunday night in a head-on collision 
along Matthews Run Road north 
of Youngsville. 


Death came despite a battle 


against time yesterday afternoon 
when sheriff's departments from 
Chautauqua County, N. Y., and 
Warren County combined to rush 
a replacement part for Mrs. Clark's 
iron lung from WCA Hospital in 
Jamestown to Warren. 


Mrs. Clark sustained lung dam- 


age plus multiple fractures, inclu- 
ding the skull, in the accident. An 
iron lung was brought to Warren 
from Jamestown that night. Yes- 
terday a collar of the instrument 
was found to be broken so that it 
could not function properly. 


A hurried call to Jamestown 


brought a police escort for the re- 
placement part to the state line 
where Sheriff's Deputy Don Allen 
picked up the part and escorted it 
to the Warren hospital. 


Mrs. Clark was one of three 


members of her family injured in 
the accident. Her husband, Noble, 
aged 35, driver of the vehicle, was 
taken to Warren General Hospital 
with facial lacerations and a frac- 
tured right ankle. His condition is 
reported "good" today, along with 
11-month-old daughter, K r i s t en 
Sue, also admitted with a severe 
facial laceration. 
Mr. Clark was 


discharged today. Another child, 
six-year-old son, Gregory, escaped 
injury in the collision. 


Driver of the other car, Eliza- 


beth Shanahan, 25, of Lakewood, 
N. Y., who collided head-on in the 
Clark southbound lane of traffic, 
was taken to WCA Hospital in 
Jamestown suffering lacerations. 
Her condition is reported "good. 


Coroner Ed C. Lowrey is with- 


holding death certificate pending 
investigation. 


Emma Jeanne Chappel Clark 


was born May 26, 1922 in Chand- 
lers Valley, the daughter of Mr 
and Mrs. A. M Chappel, RD 1 
Grand Valley, who survive. 


She graduated from Youngsville 


High School and attended Pittsneld 
EUB church. A former Warren 
resident, Mrs Clark had been mar- 
ried 15 years.

Chappel.

C. E. Blake, 46-year-old railroad employe, tried to grab 
a paratrooper's rifle. The soldier quickly reversed his 
hold on the riile in combat fashion and the butt struck 
Blake over the eye. He fell to the street. The inci- 
dent occurred while troops were moving whites beck 
from the school street. 


Little Rock, Ark., {JP)—Negro students -walked calmly Suite 'Si* 


front door of Central High School today while 350 armed U. S. para- 
troopers guarded their %vay. 


An Army station wagon driven by a soldier brought "about ELK 


or aeven" Negroes to the front entrance and the students filed in. 
The soldiers walked into the building with them with flxed bayonets. 


An undetermined number of white students started leaving; the 


school as the Negroes walked in. 


At least a dozen white students walked out Immediately.

to leave school. 


Inside the school. Gen. Edwin A- Walker, commander eg tha 


troops, told the students "I Intend to use all means necessary to pre- 
vent any interference with the execution of the achool board's plan™ 
for integration.

iers" but added "thla is what I 
have been ordered to do, and I 
intend to carry out my orders." 


The entrance of the Negro stu- 


dents today contrasted strangely 
with their attempt Monday. To- 
day thet few spectators kept scat- 
tered by the paratroopers said 
nothing. 
Monday they screamed, 


cursed and fought. 


Later the school said six Negro 


girls and three boys entered the 
building to attend classes they've 
been trying to enter since Sept. 3. 


Earlier the tough paratroopers 


pointed stubby bayonets at clusters 
of white men and women today to 
keep a crowd from congregating 
at the school before Negro students 
arrived. 


The troops made no threatening 


gestures. 
They simply lowered 


their bayonets and moved the 
clusters of people away. 


Maj. James Meyers of San An- 


tonio, Tex., told the few spectators 
"You 
are instructed again to re- 


turn to your homes peacefully.

with the orders of the court" which 
directed the admission of nine 
Negroes to Little Rock's Central 
High School.

Eisenhower said he personally 


knows that "the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people in the South— 
including those of Arkansas and 
Little Rock—are of good will, uni- 


ted in their efforts to pireserfw

many of them imported into Little 
Rock by agitators, have insisted 
upon defying the law and hava 
sought to bring it into disrepute."

A municipality's zoning regula- 


tion prohibiting advertising signs 
also will suffice.

acres and have a frontage of 500 
to 600 feet.

weight, race, marital status, geographic region, and 
other factors. 


Up to age 45, the death rate from heart disease 


runs up to 6.6 times as high for white men as for 
white women. The ratio decreases progressively v,'ith 
advance in age, until at ages 85 and over, the rates 
for the two sexes among white persons are about the 
same. Among non-whites, the sex differences in the 
death rate are much smaller, and do not vary much 
with age. 


Heart disease death rates are significantly higher 


for the widowed, the single, and the divorced than 
for the married. It would appear, therefore, the statis- 
ticians point out, that the factors associated with mar- 
ried life—selectivity of marriage and the more fa- 
vorable environment of the married—influence the 
level of mortality from the disease. 


A number of studies have shown that people who 


are overweight are more ftkely to suffer fatal attacks 
of heart disease. When overweight is coupled with 
slight or moderate elevation of blood pressure, the 
chances of such an attack are greatly increased. 
/ 


The heart disease death rate is lowest in the east 


south central region and highest in the middle Atlan- 
tic region. 


"Statistical findings strongly suggest that heredi- 


tary factors have a considerable influence on the level 
of mortality from heart disease," the statisticians con- 
clude. 


SHOCKING DISCLOSURE 


We all have been reading for a long time how 


planes and buses have been cutting heavily into the 
railroads' passenger business. But it comes as some- 
thing of a shock, nevertheless, to hear that railroad 
passenger car makers are on the verge of giving up 
their manufacture. 


Right now there are no major orders for passenger 


cars on the manufacturers' books, and no prospect 
there will be. 


The builders are either converting to freight, car 


construction, or junking their car building equipment 
altogether and getting into other lines of work. 


When it is realized that the average age of all 


U. S. rail passenger cars now in operation is 28 years, 
then the full force of this trend becomes evident. 
Many of these cars obviously will go out of use in the 
time just ahead. Plainly, business isn't good enough 
to justify ordering replacements. 


If the government has any idea thai this trend has 


gone too far. and any plan for arresting or reversing 
it, it had better act. Time is running fast in the rail- 
road passenger field. 


Among other perplexing problems lhal v\ ,,i be con- 


fronting members of Council at the October meeting 
will be a letter from Mel Barren, operator of the Bar- 
ron Aviation Service stating that he does not plan to 
renew his lease on the airport "due to financial reas- 
ons!" Many in the area will join with us in expressing 
the hope that our City Fathers will find some aiTange- 
ment whereby active operation of the field may be as- 
sured.

Border Patrol Cuts Down 
Number of Smuggling Cases

VJT/ASHINGTON— (NEA) — In spite of the <,j.-ires of millions of 


.foreigners and refugees all ever the v.orlri to get mtn Ths 


United States, attempts by aliens to smuggle them?elve? or to b« 
smuggled into this country are brlie\cd to be at a 10-year low, 
says James F. Greene, head of U.S. Border Patrol. 


This statement is made guardcdlv. for iho=:c w h o don't set caught 


can't be counted. But so effective has the US. Border Patrol 
become that few aliens can pone1 tiale its screens, on foot, by auto- 
mobile, by airplane or by ihio. 


There was tremendous pressure from European? to get into the 


United States at the end of World War U. But Europe has quieled 
down now. and the problem is reduced. 


For the fiscal year ending June 30, only 405 smugglers of aliens 


were apprehended by the Border Patrol and there were only 43.000 
deportable aliens caught in the United States. 


Contrast this with 1954 v,hen 1.800 smugglers of aliens v.-ere 


caught and there were 1.028.000 deporiable aliens in the United 
States. Over 9P per cent of therr.—1 022.000—came from Mexico. 
Ther were "wetbacks" crossing the river to find work. 


SETTLING THIS PROBLEM by a new treaty with Mexico in 


1B54 cut the illegal flow of aliens from that countrv to 221.OOn ir. 
1952 and 62.000 in ]9,i6. Over 500000 came in legally this year. 


Also, more men werp put on Border Patrol m 1955. Of the 1.500 


men in the service today, over half are on the Mexican border. 


To stop the illegal flow of immigrants into this country, there 


were 15 million miles of patrol travel and nearly :o million people 
u-ere questioned. The Patrol's budqc-t for this year is S12.600~.000. 


The principal problem in alien smuggling comes now from in- 


dividuals—not organized smuggling rings, savj Greene. A farmer 
tries to drive a worker across the border. Or some immigrant no* 
legally in the UnHed States may try to bring in a relative. 


MEXICO IS THE PRINCIPAL source in both categories. Euro- 


peans can get into Jvlexico on a tourist vi?a easier than thev can 
uet into Canada. Most are apprehended before they get to the 
border. 


Smuggling alien; into the U.S. by air mar sound easy, but it 


isn't. 
All planes cro=5-:n£ the border are required to file flight 


plans with Civil Aeronauucs Administration. 
When unidentified 


planes are sootted. Border Patrol works with CAA and Treasury's 
Bureau of Customs to find where they land and what thev have 
carried. Last year there were 25 cases of faiiing to report landings. 
All were across the Mexican border. 


LAST TEAR ATTORNEY GENERAL Herbert Browne)! Jr. asked 


for an amendment to the immigration lau.s to permit seizure ajid 
forfeiture of planes attempting to smuggle aliens. Congress never 
got around to it. 
The present maximum penalty is a S500 fine, 


which may be remanded by the courts. 


Immigration authorities report considerable pressure now from 


Cubans wanting to gel into the U.S. to escape a possible revolution. 
But no known efforts at arnal smuggling into Florida have been 
reported. 
Most Cubans try' to yet into the U.S. through Mexico. 


But a lew try to stow 3v.ay on car ferries. 


Ship stowaways give the Border Patrol plenty to do in U.S. sea-

Bradford Freight 
Operations Oct. 1st 


The Pennsylvania Railroad will 


move its freight 
operations in 


Bradford, to the Baltimore 
and 


Ohio Stations there, effective Oc- 
tober 1, Paul W. Neff. 
regional 


manager at Buffalo, announced to- 
day. 


Agent's headquarters will be In 


the B & O Station formerly ueed 
as the passenger station, while ac- 
tual freight operations, will he 
handled at the B & O Freight Sta- 
tion nearby. 


In announcing the move, Mr. 


Neff said, "This arrangement not 
only will permit greater utilization 
of these facilities with resulting 
efficiency, but it will benefit the 
city of Bradford." 


Mr. Neff said that PRR tracks 


beyond Main street will be aban- 
doned and the PRR Freight Station 
torn down. He said that the PRR 
will lease its station grounds to 
the city for a parking lot for the 
time being. 


Transfer of files and partitioning
